The third group of Master Farm 
Family Award winners have been an- 
nounced by Hon, D, A. Ure, Minister 
of Agriculture.

Each master farm family receives 
an award of $1,000, an engraved 
plaque and a name plate for the 
farm entrance. 

Objectives of the master farm fam- 
ily program are to provide a practical 
recognition of farm and family [pro- 
gress and approved agricultural 
practices. ‘The advantages of the 
farming vocation and the wholesome- 
ness and dignity of rural life are 
empiesized and farm youth are pro- 
vided with a goal by the program. 

Mr. Ure remided the people of Al- 
berta that one of the main purpose3 
of the program is to find and honor 
those families who have made _ out- 
standing progress in farming, home- 
making and citizenship. mo 

“The slogans of the Master Far 
Family are Good Farming, Right 
Living and Clear Thinking,” he said. 
“{ hope the program will continue 
to encourage and maintain the high 
ideals of good farming practices, good 
family relationship and good citizen- 
ship.” “ 

With the continuance of the pro- 
gram from year to year, the high 
standards required for nomination are 
becoming more fully appreciated by 
the people of the province. A total 
of 36 families were nominated for the 
1951 Master Farm Family Award, a 
total slightly less than that nomin- 
ated last year. 

Candidates for the master farm 
family awards must be Canadian cit- 
izens who have operated farms in 
Alberta as owners or le:sees for 20 
consecutive years, (military service 
ig included). At least three neigh- 
bors must nominate a candidite and 
the candidate must personally accept 
the nomination. : 

'. The winners are selected on a dis- 
trict and ‘regional basis and confirmed 

finally by a jprovincial committee, 

The regions correspond roughly to 
the soil zones of Alberta. Both tech- 
nica] and practica) agriculturists and 
tome economists are represented on 
all committees. 

Under the system of selection, 
provision is made for an evaluation 
under 87 factors related to the farm, 
cultural practices, family, and com- 
munity life, It will be seen therefore 
that a very high standard of per- 
formance is required and that a fam- 
ily can measure up only by a cred 
itable record in al] or most of the 

p points of this very comprehensive 
“score card. 

The main divisions are the home 
and farmstead, operation and organ- 
ization of.the farm, family and com- 
munity life and management and 
business methods. Possible maxi- 

mum scores have been calculated care- 
fully for each division according to 
its relative importance and the record 
of each candidate is assessed in re- 
dation to the possible scores. 

The Minister of Agriculture caon- 
gratulates the master farm families 
for their fine records of achievement 
and also commends the other can- 
didates who were honored by nomjn- 
ation. He expresses sincere-apprecia- 
tio for the work done hy the var- 
ious selection committees,

of the Province of Alberta is prepared 
to pay 50 percent of any. allowable 
assistance up to a maximum of $40 a 
month to perzong who have reached 
the age of 65. but are not 70. * 

To qualify for this form of asyis‘- 
ance, persons in ths age group must 
have resided in Canada for ti.e twenty 
years immediately preceeding the 
date of the proposed commencement 
of assistance payments, or if he nas 
not so re ided he must have been 
present in Canada prior to those 20 
years for aggragate period eua. 
to twice the aggregate period of ub- 
sences from Canada during those 20 
years. 

According to the Act any person in 
receipt of an allowance under the 
Blind Persons Act, or the War Vet- 
erans’ Allowance Act, 1946, of a pen-

The 
home economists say that freezing 
is on of the most practical and highly 
appreciative developments of our 
day. It is quite natural that home- 


makers wonder sometimes, what 
they used for thaz extra special 
dessert when they did not have froz- 
en strawberies or all the other out-; 
of-season frozen delicacies they use 
80 nonchalantly today. Of course, not 
everyone is able to have a home freez- 
er, but there are a great number of 
locker plants throughout the country. 
When homemakers take i:dvantage 
of such freezing facilities, they find 
it a simple matter to conserve Targe 
quantities of foods. _ For those who 
have neither a locker nor a freezer 
a host of commercially frozen foods 
are available in the shops. 

4 freeser is a real boon to the home 
maker who goes to business or active 
‘in other things. To them meal get- 
ting may prdve quite a problem. Com- 
ing home after a busy day, there may 
be neither.time or energy to prepare 
foods which reugire long slow cook- 
ing. Here is where frozen foods can 
save the day. Such things as baked 
beans, stews and soups can be jpre- 
pared in three or four times the regu- 
lar amount, then divided up into car- 
tons and frogen for. future meals. 
Just think of sitting down to a Sat- 
urday night supper of baked beans 
and brown bread prepared and frozen 
a nionth before hand.~ ‘With careful 
planning even the extra busy person 
can freeze a good supply of fruits 
and-vegetables to use when they are 
out of season, for it takes little time 
and energy to get them ready for 
freezing. In this way, with a variety 
of foods practically ready to use, pre- 
paring meals does become a simple 
matter.

The effectiveness of a persistent immunization program has been demon- 
strated by several Canadian cities. Take Brantford, Ontario, for example. 
For the past 20 years the Telephone City boasts a completely clean sheet 
so far as diphtheria is concerned—not a single case reported since Novem- 
ber,- 1930, The last death from diphtheria in Brantford occurred in 1929. 
This is claimed to be a world record among cities of comparable size.

WINNIPEG. — The first bag of 
sugar produced from beets in Mani- 
toba sold at auction for $2,000. 

That was 11 years ago. This year 
more than 1,000 growers in the prov- 
ince will receive $2,625,000 for their 
crops, 

The province's only processing 
plant—a $1,000,000 structure at Fort 
Garry—expects to extract sugar from 
a record 175,000 tons of beets before 
it shuts down for the year early next 
January. 

Since harvesting began, bulky me- 
chanical pickers and strong-backed 
laborers have plucked the sweet crop 
from almost 20,000 acres planted last 
spring. Sugar output should reach 
44,000,000 pounds compared with last 
year’s record of 35,000,000 pounds, 

Manitoba's first sugar beet crop 
dates back at least 50 years when 
the provincial government harvested 
small experimental plots, It took 
drastic sugar shortages during two 
world wars to persuade government 
officials and farmers that the indus- 
try had a future, 

The Canadian sugar beet industry 
{fs scattered in four provinces — Al- 
berta, Manitoba, Ontario and Quebec. 
Alberta yields are considerably above 
the other provinces, partly because 
beets are grown on irrigated land. 

Alberta’s crop this year is expect- 
ed to be 420,000 tons from 36,000 
acres planted, Ontario has the next 
largest crop with 347,000 tons ex- 
pected from 31,550 acres. 

Manitoba is third followed by Que- 
bec which reports 10,000 acres sown 
and an exported crop of 100,000 tons.

Passenger Cars 
Must Have Satety 
Stickers Jan. 1sf 


All passenger cars and motor- 
cycles operating in Alberta must 
bear safety stickers by Jan. 1st to 
avoid prosecution. Psi 

This was announced by Hon. E, C. 
Gerhart, provincial secretary. He 
said instructions have been issued to 
assure that no cars or motorcycles 
without safety stickers will be al- 
lowed to operate on Alberta roada 
and highways after January: 1st. 
Owners of cars’ which do not bear 
the approved government safety 
sticker ‘will be subject to prosecution 
after that date. 

Mr. Gerbart said that the safety 
te:ting campaign began in July and 
since then motorists have had ample 
time to have their cars tested. Charge 
for the saftey test is $1 and gare 
ages and service stations in all parts 
of the province are operating as ap- 
proved testing stations. 

The provincial secretary pointed 
out that the purpose of the safety 
testing campaign is to make the 
roads and highways of Alberta safer 
by keeping faulty vehicles off the 
roads. He suggested that motorists 
who ‘have not yet had their cars 
te:ted do so soon to avoid needless 
inconvenience.
